REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The closest prior art reference to Terada and other references of record do not suggest a 
thermoplastic resin composition having 20 to98.8 wt % of polyester copolymer (A), consisting 
having repeating units comprising an acid component and a glycol component, wherein the acid 
component comprises about 50 to 90 mol% of terephthalic acid, about 0.2 to about 6 mol% of 
sulfonic acid metal salt, and about 4 to 49.8 mol% of aliphatic dicarboxylic acid; wherein the 
glycol component comprises about 50 to 99.9 mol % of ethylene glycol and about 0.1 to 50 
mol% of diethylene glycol; and one or more polyester copolymers; reinforcements or fillers; 
crystallization accelerator; a flame retardant and a lubricant.
